the issue 


Court cases rarely hinge on 
just one issue. There are of- 
ten the questions of truth and 
precedent to be presented, ar- 
gued, evaluated and decided. 

Although Boutilier v. The U- 
nited States Innigration and 
Naturalization Service raises 
meny such issues, the heart of 
the matter is ‘neither legal 
nor factual, It is e matter 
of morality. 

It is a matter of whether or 
not it is moral to exclude ho- 
nosexuals fron U. S, citizen 
ship under the ruse that we 
are--in_ the law's term--"psy- 
chopathic personalities." It 
isa matter of whether the 
morality that condeans us is 
inferior or superior to the 
morality of truth. 

The Case 

There is no serious disa- 
greenent over the facts of the 
case. Clive Michael Boutilier 
is a homosexual who inmigrated 
here fron Canada some 11 years 
ago. The Government, upon 
learning of his honosexuality, 
attempted to deport him. There 
are mo other allegations a- 
geinst him. 

In an effort to avoid depor- 
tation and to gain U. S. citi- 
zenship, Boutilier appealed to 
the Federal Court of Appeals 
for the Second Circuit (New 
York). There two of the judges 
found against him, but the 
third, Judge Leonard P. Moore, 
argued that the exclusion of 
homosexuals was "tantamount 
to saying that Sappho, Da Vin- 
ci, Michaelangelo, and perhaps 
Shakespeare, were they to come 
to life again, would be deemed 


unfit to visit our shores," 
(rum, 20). 
Boutilier then appealed to 


the Supreme Court which, sur~ 
prisingly, accepted the case. 
Tt did not have to. It could 
have done as it does with the 
vast majority of cases it is 
presented--simply Tefuse to 
review the lower court find- 
ings by not granting certior- 
ari. (In so doing, the Court 
technically does not judge the 
case but, as a practical mat- 
ter, it upholds the lower 
court decision. In this case 
refusing to "grant cert 
would have meant Boutilier's 
immediate deportation.) 

Prior to this the Court has 
agreed to hear only three 
cases* involving homosexuality 
and in the two that finally 
reached argument state (one 
was withdrawn by the Govern- 
went) it found for the homo- 
sexuals in both, 

Dim Prospects 

These facts notwithstanding, 
movement officials are not 
hopeful in this case. For one 
thing, an immigrant has very 
few rights until he becones a 
citizen: for another, Congress 
has the (Continued on page 10)

Newark, ".J.: The New Jer 
sey State Suprene Court order- 
ed all appeals involving hono- 
sexual bar closings and the 
revocations of licenses con- 
solidated into one case. The 
action was apparently taken 
to help lighten the Court cal- 
endar as the legal argunents 
in most of the cases would be 
similar 

Further, on its oun motion, 
the Court by-passed the Super- 
for Court level and ordered 
‘that the next hearing stage 
should be in the New Jersey 
Suprene Court. This action 
was a benefit to the litigants 
as the Superior Court has con- 
sistently found that homosexu- 
als wore "undesirables" and 
that bars serving them were in 
violation of the state liquor 
laws. This adverse finding on 
the Superior Court level vas 
inevitable and, for the liti- 
gants, the Court's action vas 
a saving of both time and mon- 
ey. 

‘The consolidation, however, 
might have a side effect ad- 
verse to the interests of the 
Honosexual Law Reform Society, 
Clark P. Polak, its executive 
secretary explained, Of the 
‘three N. J. dar cases, the 
HLRS is most interested in— 
and has financially supported- 
=Val's in Atlantic City (Drum, 
Feb., 1966). In this case, 
there are no allegations of o- 
vert homosexual conduct and 
the charges are solely that 
homosexuals congregated at 
Val's. The other two cases 
allege at least kissing be- 


‘tween tvo males and sttenpting 
to have the Court differenti- 
ate between the issue of pub- 
lic homosexual sex-expression 
and that of the right and de- 
sirability of homosexual asso- 
ciation might prove difficult, 
No date has yet been set for 
argument of the cases before 
the N. J, Supreme Court.

Mineola, N. Y.: Four per-

On Oct. 5, 1964 another bar, 
The Flame. went up in flames 
after tyo men, one armed, 
broke in and fied up the two 
janitors. 

Nassau County District At- 
tomey Willian Cahn said after 
a June, 1965 raid on the Magic 
Touch ‘that the establishments 
hed mot received clearance 
from Cosa Nostra leaders in 
New York. He said that the 
owners of the two bars that 
burned down nade an unsuccess- 
ful plea for clearance to an 
underworld court 

Nathan Warshowsky, 46, said 
to be "a principal” in the two 
bars that were destroyed dur- 
ing the mob war reportedly 
gave police, the district at- 
torney and’a grand jury look- 
ing into the gangland feud 
different stories on who set 
fire to the two bars.

‘The second round in an al- 


eged homosexual's fight to 
regain U. S. Civil Service el- 
igibility has begun in pre- 
dictable fashion: a Federal 
Judge has upheld the Civil 


Service's efforts to exclude 
the otherwise qualified man. 

The first round was won by 
the alleged homosexual (Drum, 
Sept.) when a three-judge Ap- 
peals Court held that the 
charges of tho Civil Service 
commission lacked specificity. 

The CSC had given no more 
reason for the “unsuitability” 
determination other than loose 
generalities: "immoral conduct 
homosexual conduct and hono- 
sexual acts." After exhaus- 
ting administrative appeals, 
the alleged homosexual--Bruce 
Scott, $4, who had a 17 year 
work record with the Labor De- 
partment before he quit Ais 
job four years ago--placed the 
matter in the hands of Aneri- 
can Civil Liberties Union law- 
yer David Carliner who took it 
te court. The original round 
of trials achieved the land- 
mark verdict that mere allege: 
tiions were insufficient to 
disqualify a nan for honosexu- 
ality. 

The CSC went back to work. 
It found a general description 
of burly Scott as “effeminate” 
and an account of nonosexual 
activities in Scott's hone in 
which Scott was not a partici- 
pant. 

For the lower court judge in 
this second round, the CSC had 
done its job well and sup 
plied enough “specificity” to 
bar Scott. In a larger sense, 
the judge also reaffirmed the 
right of the Commission to de- 
ny employment to persons who 
engage in homosexual acts. 

The case is far from settled 
however. Scott nor Carliner 
think the CSC has made a case 
for itself, Carlinor is on- 
tering an appeal and, regard- 
less of the outcome again, it 
is doubtful that the matter 
will be settled that simply. 
If the Federal Government 


loses, it, in effect, loses 
much of its leverage in its 
attempts to bar homosexuals 
and it is sure to appeal. If 
Scott loses, other cases will 
Follox

(Contivwed from page 3) legal 
right to decree uhat classes 
of people will be either per- 
Ritted or denied citizenship 
and, possibly most damaging, 
it appears as if Congress in- 
tended to exclude homsexvals~ 
-even if we are not "psycho- 
paths." 

Whatever the eventual out- 
cone, however, the Homosexual 
Law Reform Society has presen- 
tod a masterful plea for Bou- 
tilier and, through hin, the 


15 million or so other hono- 
sexuals in America today. {t 
addressed letters to a nunber 
of psychiatrists, — psycholo- 
gists, sociologists and an- 
thropologists throughout the 
world and asked then to out- 
line their positions with ref 
erence to homosexuality and 
psychopathology. Twenty-eight 
replied thet, in their pro- 
fessional opinions, homosoxu- 
ality was not an illness. One 


replied saying he thought it 
was pathology. 
The Brief 
These 29 opinions-- many 


quite lengthy-- vere appended 
to an anicus curiae (friend of 
the Court) brief filed with 
the Supreme Court at the invi- 


tation of Boutilier's lawyer. 
Also appended to the brief was 
‘@ compendium of opinions to 
the sane effect that were 
gathered by Washington Matta- 
chine's Warren Atkins. 

‘Together they represent vhat 
is undoubtedly the largest 
collection of such opinions 2 
ver gathered together. 

The brief itself--mch of 
which is reprinted here--has 
the double advantage of argu- 
ing for the morality of truth 
and of having been drafted by 
soft-spoken, brilliant HLRS 
attomey, Gilbert N. Cantor. 

By June, the Court will have 
handed down its opinion in the 
case and though Clark P. Po- 
Lak, the HLRS executive seere- 
tary, rates the case with only 
230% chance of succeeding, 
such an appraisal is not as 
pessimistic as it first ap- 
pears. If some of the Jus- 
tices issue dissenting opin- 
ions--like Judge Moore's in 
the court below-- the dissent 
could presage events to come. 

Only tine will reveal the 
outcome and the movement for 
homosexual civil liberties and 
Tights is just beginning to 
flourish. Time and ultimate 
morality are on our side.

As the Government's effort 
to deport the petitioner is 
based upon its determination 
that he is “afflicted with 
"psychopathic personality," 
and that determination is 
based solely on the occurrence 
of certain honosexual acts 
disclosed by the petitioner, 
the questions are raised whe- 
ther the Governnent may, with- 
out violating due process, (1) 
infer psychopathology from ho 
mosexuality, without more, or 
(@) if not, declare as @ mat~ 
ter of law ‘that honosexuality 
indicates psychopathology. 

The term "psychopathic per 
sonality: is anedical or psy- 
chiatric torn; it has no other 
meaning. It involves” sone 
Kind of mental disorder or 
disease, There is widespread 
professional opinion that ho- 
mosexuality per se docs not 
indicate psychopathology in 
general or psychopathic per- 
sonality in particular, Such 
scientific evidence as is a 
vailable, particularly the 
testing and research of Hooker, 
DeLuca and Schofield, support 
that opinion 

The labelling of a person 
who comits homosexual acts as 
@ "deviant" and as a “psycho- 
pathic personality" has to do 
with the preservation of soci~ 
etys dominant valuo system ra- 
ther than with mental distur- 
bance. Tt involves the abuse 
of psychiatric terminology for 
the purpose of social control. 
This is a step on the way to 
the "therapeutic state." 

A decent society will not e- 
quate difference vith dovi- 
ance. Due process of law 
should be deoned to assure 
this element of decency. 

Argument. 

By virtue of certain hono- 
sexual experiences adnitted dy 
the petitioner, dectors of the 


U. S, Health Service certified 
that at the time of his entry 
into the United States in 1955 
the petitioner vas a "psycho- 
pathic personality," to wit, a 
Sexual deviate. The Government 
seeks to deport the petitioner. 

‘As the Government gave the 
petitioner no medical or psy- 
chiatric examination, the is- 
sue is squarely raised whether 
"a homosexual" may, without 
nore, be regarded as a psycho- 
pathic personality, This in- 
quixy comprises to questions: 

1, Doos honosexuality por 
se indicate psychopathology? 

2. IE honosexuality per ee 
does not in fact indicete psy- 
chopathology, can the Covern- 
ment in due process of law de- 
clere as 2 matter of law that 
it does? 

‘The first question is perti- 
nent only if the answer to the 
second question is in the neg- 
ative. 

‘The second question, 
should be considered ' first, 
touches upon the relationship 
of governnent and truth, of 
law and scientific knowledge. 

Abandoning Images 

Kenneth Boulding wrote that 

"The grovth of knowledge is 


which 


one of the most irreversible 
forces known to mankind.” Tho 
advancement of civilization 


@eponds upon the gradual tri- 
umph of scientific knowledge 
over "folk knowledge." 

Boulding said: 

“Tho fundamental difference 
between scientific knowledge 
and folk knowledge...is that 
the folk knowledge is de- 
rived essentielly from em- 
pirical inference and casual 
observation whereas scieati- 
fic knowledge is derived 
fron theoretical models ac~ 
cording to the mathenatical 
logic and carefully organ- 
ized observations guided by 


inventions which extend the 
power of the senses. Scien- 
tific and folk images are 
frequently inconsistent, and 
as it is alvays painful to 
abandon an image, a struggle 
between the two ensues." 

This case is part of the 
struggle now taking place be- 
tween the scientific image of 
homosexuality (or of honosex- 
wal conduct) and the folk in- 
age of it, In terms of lew, it 
raises the question whether 
the Government may Constitu- 
tionally select and punitively 
apply the folk image in ¢isre- 
gard of the emerging scienti- 
fic knowledge. 

Janes Otis in 1764 franed 
the sane issue as between Par- 
Lianent's laws and natural 
Jaws: 

“There must be in every 
instance, @ higher authority 
viz. God. Should an act of 
Parlianent be against any of 
hie natural las, which are 
tmutably true, their decla- 
ration would be contrary to 
eternal truth, equity — and 
justice, and consequently 
Void... ‘When such mistake is 
evident and palpable...the 
judges of the executive 
courts have declared the act 

whole parliament 


In contemporary terms, Wal- 
ter Lippman recently stated 
this issue in an address spon- 
sored by the Conter for Study 
Of Democratic Institutions: 

in the field of truth 
ast ‘surer abet Oe canes 
of things, and of the his- 
tory and future of the uni- 
verse and of man, the state 
and its officials have no 
jurisdiction. when the scho- 
Jar finds that two and two 
make four, no policeman, no 
judge, no governor, no legi- 
Slature, no trustee, no rich 


alumus, hes any right to 

ordain that two and to make 
five... Here, it is the com- 
munity of Scholars who are 
the court of lest resort." 

Once it is recognized, for 
example, that "There neither 
are nor ever were witches, 
that having made a compact 
with the devil, can send a de- 
vil to torment other people at 
a distance," the judicial la- 
belling and punishing of peo- 
ple as witches must end. 

‘Therefore, if it be found 
that homosexuality per so nay 
not reasonably be deemed to 
indicate psychopathology, the 
Government's imposition of 
such an inference or presup- 
tion deprives the petitioner 
of due process of law. 

The first question, involv- 
ing the validity of that in- 
ference or presumption, is, 
therefore, raised: does hono— 
sexuality per se indicate psy- 
chopathology? Or has the se 
entific knowledge of honosexu- 
ality undercut the folk image 
of "the homosexual” as "sick"? 

Disease or Disorder? 

To amplify this question: 
assuming (1) that the term 
"homosexual" can properly be 
applied to a person rather 
than an act, (2) that the term 
homosexual can properly be ap- 
plied to the petitioner in this 
case, and (3) that the term 
"psychopathic personality" can 
be understood (even) as @ med- 
ical or psychiatric term--each 
of these essumptions being un- 
Proved and subject to serious 
question-does the petitioner's 
homosexuality indicate some 
sort of mental disease or dis- 
order (psychopathology)? 

England's famous Wolfenden 
Report faced this issue pro- 
cisely. Recognizing that there 
is no legal definition of 
"disease" or “disease of the 


mind" and no medical defini- 


tion that covers all of its 
varieties, tho Report adopted 
the "traditional view" that 


for a condition to be recogai- 
zed as a disease three criter- 
ia must be net: 

"()__the presence of abnor- 
mal symptons, which are caused 
by (ii) @ demonstrable patho- 
logical condition, in turn 
caused by (iii) “some factor 
called ‘the cause,' each link 
in this chain being understood 
as something necessarily ante. 
cedent to the next.” 

The eviderce suggested to the 
Conmittee that homosexuality 
does not satisfy any of these 
three criteria “unless the 
tems jin which they aro de~ 
fined are expanded beyond what 
could reasonable be regarded 
as legitimate." The Report, 
in this context, goos on to 
sa 


"Besides the notion of ho- 
nosexuality as a disease, 
there have been alternative 
hypotheses offered by others 
of our expert witnesses. 
Sone have preferred to re 
gerd it as a state of arres— 
ted development. Some, par- 
ticularly anong the biole- 
gists, regard it simply as a 
Returdl deviation, Others, 
again, regard it as a uni- 
versal potentiality uhich 
can develop in response to a 
variety of Factors. 

‘We do not consider our- 
selves qualified to pro- 
nounce on controversial and 
scientific matters of this 
kind, but ve feel bound to 
say ‘that the evidence put 
before us has not establish- 
ed to our satisfaction that 
homosexuality is a disease." 

Research 
Sclentific knowledge of ho- 
nosextal behavior and of so- 
called homosexuals is limited 


B 


but growing. Dr. Evelyn Hook- 
er, Research Associate in Psy- 
chology at the University of 
California at Los Angeles, 
gave 2 series of psychological 
tests to a group of 30 homo- 
sexuals and 30 heterosexuals 
matched for age, 1.Q. and edu- 
cation, The homosexuals were 
chosen on the basis of good 
adjustment and function in the 
community, Hooker's hypoth- 
esis was’ that homosexuality 
is not necessarily a sympton 
of pathology. The test nater~ 
tals were analyzed by differ- 
ent, independent judges who 
did’ not know whether @ record 


was that of a honosexual or a 
heterosexual. The judges 
could not readily identify 


whether the record was that of 
a homosexual or heterosexual 
subject. Various ratings of 
the subjects’ "adjustment" 
were made on the basis of the 
test results, and there vas no 
significant difference between 
the homosexuals and the heter- 
osexuals. 

Dr, Hooker's tentative con- 
clusions were: 


‘1, Homosexuality es a 
clinical entity does not ex- 
ist. 


Its forms are as var- 


Homosexuality nay be 
a deviation in sexual pat- 


tern vhich is within the 
normal range, psychologic- 
ally, 


"3."" The role of particu- 
lar forms of sexual desire 
and expression in personali- 
ty structure and development 
may bo less important than 
has been previously assumed. 
Even if one assumes thet ho- 
mosexuality represents a se- 
vere forn of maladjustment 
to society in the sexual 
area of behavior, this does 
not necessarily mean that 


the homosexual must be se- 
verely maladjusted in other 

sectors of his behavior. Or 

A€ one assumes that honosex- 
uality is a form of severe 
maladjustment internally, it 
may be that the disturbance 

is limited to the sexual 

sector alone." 

Dr. Joseph N. Deluca, now 
Director of the Psychology De~ 
partment of the New Jersey 
State Hospita} Greystone Park, 
New Jersey, gave a series of 
tests to 42 overt homosexuals 
and 25 heterosexual controls, 
all of whom were Army induc 
tees at Fort Jackson, South 
Carolina. He reported 

"The results of the study 
suggest that homosexuals do 
not constitute « homogeneous 
group and that homosexuality 
does not exist as 2 distinct 
clinical entity... 

‘The issue of whether ho~ 
mosexuals are nore patholo~ 
gic than normals, in the 
light of the present find~ 
ings, sees to have been an 
unwarranted assumption, 
based nore on arnchair the- 
orizing than experimental 
evidence...” 


Schofield 
In England, Michael Scho- 
field studied ‘three classes of 
homosexuals, (1) those in pri- 
son, (2) those currently under 
‘treatment, and (3) those who 
had never been in prison or 
under treatment. He used 
three control groups which 
were composed of (1) pedo- 
philes, (2) heterosexuals cur— 
rently under treatment, and 
(3) heterosexuals who had ne~ 
ver been in prison or under 
treatment. Each of the six 
groups studied comprised 50 
Persons. AS a result of his 
research and studies, he ar- 
rived at the following forma- 
lation: 


“Homosexuality is @ condi- 

tion which in itself has on- 
ly minor effects upon the 
development of the personal- 
ity. But the attitudes, not 
of “the homosexual, but of 
other people towards this 
condition, create a stress 
situation which can have a 
profound effect upon person— 
ality development and can 
lead to character deteriora— 
tion of a kind which prohi- 
bits effective integration 
with the corimunity. 

"A proportion of honosex~ 
uals ate unable to withstand 
the pressures from outside 
and become social casualties, 
These are the homosexuals 
most often found in prisons 
and clinics. ‘Their diffi- 
culties may take a form not 
directly associated with the 
homosexual condition, al- 
though originally caused by 
the social hostility shown 
towards honosexuality. On 
‘the other hand the honosex~ 
uals who have learnt to con— 
tend with these social pres- 
sures can become adjusted to 
their condition and integra- 
teé with the — community. 
These men are hardly ever 
found in prisons and cli- 
nics." 

The scientific dete is not 
unifornly accepted by psychia~ 
trists and psychoanalysts. 
While many agree that homosex- 
uality is not necessarily psy- 
chopathology, others insist 
that pathology is involved. 
In doing so, they either ig- 
nore the experimental data en- 
tirely or they question the 
methods. 

A clear distinction should 
be drawn between research con— 
ducted in accordance with the 
principles of the scientific 
method, on the one hand, and 
assumptions, on the other. 


Thus the aeomptions of psy- 
choanalytic theory offer re- 
Sistanee to scientific data, 
as psychoanalyst Irving Bie~ 
ber has written: 

"All psychoanalytic theo- 
ries assure that adult hono- 
semuslity is psychopatholog- 
ic..." ("Assume" emphasis 
supplied.) 

Compare, however, the obser- 
vation of Dr. Judd Narnor, Di- 
rector of the Division of Psy- 
chiatry of Cedars-Sinai Medi- 
cal Center, Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia: 

If the judgments of psy- 
choanalysts about heteorsex- 
uals were based only on 
those they see as patients, 
would they not have the sane 
skew impression of hetero- 
Sexuals as a group? 

Sigmund Freud, in his fenous 
"Letter to en American Mother” 
advises that honosexuality: 

«cannot be classified as 

an illness; we consider it 
to be a variation of the 
sexual function produced by 
a@certein arrest. of sexual 
development.....If he is un- 
happy, neurotic, torn by 
conflicts, inhibited in his 
social 1ife, analysis may 
bring him harnony, peace of 
mind, full "efficiency 
vhether he venaing a hono- 
vemual or geta changed.” 

(Emphasis supplied.) 

In order to cast further 
Light on the question whether 
honosexvality per se indicates 


psychopathology, the  amieue 
curiae addressed a letter to 
Prominent persons in the 


fields of psychiatry, psychol- 
egy, sociology, anthropology, 
and biology, in the United 
States and ‘abroad. Each was 
asked for 2 letter “outlining 
your position in reference to 
the question of honosexuality 
and psychopathology." é 


(Copies of all the letters 
timely received, excopting on- 
ly those in which the writer 
expressed eithor his want of 
competence in the area or his 
lack of tine to reply, were 
annexed to the brief as Appen- 
dix D.) 

On the specific question 
raised; the following respon- 
Ses aré typical! 

Dr. Judd Marmor: 

"current scientific ev- 
idence shows no justifica- 
tion for classifying homo— 
sexuals automatically as, 
psychopathic personslitics, 

To do so is a clear indica- 
tion of stereotyping based 
on social prejudice and not 
on scientific evidence, 

Dr. Harry Benjamin: —"Komo- 
sexual behavior cannot possi- 
bly he interpreted as evidence 
of ‘psychopathic personality." 

Dr. Hendrik M, Ruitenbeek: 
vit is my firm and considerate 
(considered) opinion that 
there is no link between homo. 
sexuality and psychopathology: 

Michael Schofield: 
idea that homosexuality is pa~ 
thological is incorrect....! 

Dr. Isadore Rubit 

“It is my professional o- 
pinion that any attempt to 
classify as individual as a 

‘psychopathic personality* 
purely on the basis of the 
Fact of his honosexuality is 


both grossly unjust and 
hly unscientific." 
Dr. Paul H, Gebhard: "...ho~ 


mosexuality is not a pathology 
in itself nor necessarily a 
symptom of sone other patho- 
logy." 
Dr. Norman Reider: 
“Homosexuality per se is 
no evidence of psychopatho. 
logy... To relegate by defi- 
nition homosexuality into 
the category of "psychopa~ 
thic personality’ has been 


for yewrs @ convenient dis- 
Positional device by armed 
services, courts and diag- 
nostic centers. This prac- 
tice is falling away by all 
scientifically-minded work- 
ers in the field as evasive, 
unscientific and discrimina- 


ting.” 
Dr. Ernest van den Haag: 
"...1 find no reasons and no 


evidence to assume that hono~ 
sexuals have a "psychopatholo~ 
gical! personality.” 

Dr. Ray B. Evans; “It is 
grossly inaccarate to confound 
Psychopathic or sociopathic 
characteristics with Sexual 
preferences." 

Dr. Thomas $. Szasz: "In ny 
judgaent, homosexuality is 
neither 4 bodLly diseasc, nor 
a mental illness, nor a symp- 
tom or manifestation of *psy- 
chopathic personality" . 

Dr. Lester A. Kirkondall: 
‘Just as heterosexuality can~ 
not be autonatically equated 
with healthy personalities, so 
is it impossible to equate ho- 
nosexuality with 'psychopathic 
personality". 

Dr. Peter M. Bentlec: "The 
available data indicate any 
rendoaly selected honosexual 
woulé be no nore likely to be 
psychopathic than any randomly 
selected heteroserual . 

Neurotical ly Fixated 

Other letters in Appendix D 
include sinilar statements, 
some include opionions less 
clearcut, and a few refrain 
fron answering the question 
precisely. A number of the 
letters Contain useful analy- 
ses of the subject.

"The discarded elements of 
infantile sexuality are, 
judged by the stenderd of 
normal aduit sexuality, per- 
verse. The adult Sexual 
perversions, Like noma? 
adult seuality, are well- 
organized tyrannies: they 
‘too represent an exaggerated 
concentration on one of the 
many erotic potentialities 
present in the hunan body, 
which are all actively ex- 
plored in infancy. The man- 
ner of this tyranny, as 
well as the close comec- 
Bion between normal ond par- 


verted eeauality, is illus- 
trated by the fsct that 
various erotic activities, 


which are called perversions 
AE they are pursued a3 sub- 
stitutes for the norsal sex- 
ual act, are called legiti- 
mate if they are subordina- 
ted as prelininarios to the 
normal sexual aim. Children 
on the other hand explore in 
indiscriminate and anarchis~ 
tic fashion all the erotic 
potentialities of the human 
body. In Freudian terms, 
children ere polynorphously 


perverse. But if infantile 
sexuality, judged by the 
standarés’ of nomal adult 
soxuality, is perverse by 
the sane token normal adus 
sexuality, judged by the 
otandard of infantile cexu- 


aiéty, is an unnatural re- 
striction of the erotic po- 
tentialities of the hunan 
body." (Enphasis supplied.) 
‘The point here is not to d 
monstrate that we are all neu- 
rotic, but to recognize that 
in labelling the homosexual as 
a sexual deviant and 2 psycho- 


pathic versonal (and other 
things as well), have not 
discovered 2 classification of 
disturbed persons; rather we 


have created such « classifi- 
cation in the purposeful but 
unscientific pursuit of cer- 
tain non-medical ends. 

This becomes even’ clearer 
when we consider the Kinsey 
data on homosexual behavior. 
Bieber notes: 

"Kirsey's statistics indi- 
cated that about 4 per cent 
of edult white males are ex- 
clusively horosexual after 
adolescence, and that about 
10 per cent of the total 
male population is to a 
greater or lesser degree ex- 
slusively honosexual for at 
least. three years sone time 
between the ages of sixteen 
and sixty-five." 

Kinsey 

An even nore remarkable 
finding was that at least 37% 

of the total male population 
has sone overt honosexual ex- 
perience between puberty and 
old age. The Kinsey report 
stated: 

"The opinion that homosex- 
ual activity in itself pro- 
vides evidence of a psycho~ 
pathic personality is mater— 
jally challenged by these 
ineidenco and frequency data, 
Of the 40 or SO per cent of 
the male population which 
has homosexual experience, 
certainly a high proportion 
would not be considered psy- 
chopathic personalities on 
the basis of anything else 


in their histories." 

The insey statistics indi 
cate, first of all, that hono- 
sexual conduct cannot per se 
be taken to refute normalcy 
unless we are prepared to ac~ 
cept a definition of "normal- 
cy" that excludes nearly 40 
per cent of the adult male 
population. The figures also 
shov, inportantly, in a socie- 
ty that places @ high value on 
heterosexuality, whatever the 
sources of that valuation may 
be, @ substantial part of the 
Population hae reason, in 
their cum overt behavior, to 
fear the weakening of that 
value systen. 

As Dr. Szasz has pointed! out 
the honosexual, because he re~ 
jects heterosexuality, under 
fines its value, Thus he 
threatens society not by his 
actual behavicr but by the 
symbolic significance of his 
acts. “Society,” threatened 
from within and’ fron without, 
labels certain persons as ho- 
mosexuais and labels honosexu- 


als as deviants (particularly 
psychopathic), AS Howard 5. 
Becker wrote, deviance, it 


should be recognized: 

N[I]s rot 2 quality of the 
act the person commits, but 
rather 2 consequence of the 
application by others of 
rules and sanctions to an 

toffender.' The deviant is 
one to whom that label has 
been successfully applicd; 
deviant behavior is behavior 
that people so label." 

By labelling the deviant, 
and applying certain sanctions 
as a consequence of the label, 
the social ideal (exclusive 
heterosexuality) is made 
clearer by contrast and is 
nade alone to appear desirable. 
The ties among the non-deviant 
citizens, and their security 
in adhering to the social 


ideal, are strengthened by 
their” common opposition to the 
tejected and excluded. In or- 
der to aaintain and to dwell 
in the Social paradise of ac- 
ceptable behavior, we maintain 
a hell of deviance, to which 
the homosexual is assigned. 

The practice is in no way 
improved by the Governnent's 
Use of psychological or psy- 
chiatric terminology "psycho- 
pathic personality." 

Dr. Seasz has further writ- 
ten: 

"In the past. discrimina- 
‘tion hes been based chiofly 
on nationality, Tace, reli- 
gion and econonic status; 
today, there is a mounting 
tendency to base it on psy- 
chiatric considerations. 
Since these practices rest 
on allegedly scientific 
grounds, and are implemented 
by professional persons, the 
ethical issues they pose are 
especially delicate." 

TE psychologists and psychi- 
atrists wish to move beyond 
“mental illness" understood as 
() diseases of the brain, such 
as general paresis, and (b) 
diseases of the mind, i.e. 
functional illnesses such as 
‘schizophrenia, and to catego- 
size and label. what they re- 
gard fron tine to time as sig- 
nificant recurrent patterns of 
behavior, this does not justi 
fy the state in adopting those 
categories and labels and us- 


ing then to enforce certein 
ethical, political and social 
moras. 

‘That is precisely what the 


Government is doing to the pe- 
titioner in this case, Based 
on the comission of certain 
homosexual acts, and in disre~ 
gard of the psychiatric evi- 
dence submitted on the peti- 
tioner's behalf, and in disre- 
gard of the widely held and 


scientifically buttressed view 
that homosexuality per 20 does 


not indicate psychopathology, 
the Government has utilized 
the label "psychopathic per- 
sonality" and extended it by 


the "intent of Congress" auto- 
matically to include all hono- 
sexuals. 

To permit this is to take a 
step in the direction of the 
"therapeutic state," which Dr. 
Szasz has described and which 
was dranatized in Nard 7, a 
depiction of a Soviet "lunatic 
asylum" vhich holds 6000 pa- 
tients, only one of whom is a 
"lunatic" and the rest are 
Uvictins of their lot as So- 
viet citizens." ‘The object of 
Ward 7 was "to damage, not to 
cure." "In fact, there were 
neither patients’ nor doctors 
but only jailers in charge of 
inconvenient citizens." 

"Is there no life, but these 
alone? adnan or Slave, must 
man be one," Matthew Arnold 
asked in 4 Swmer Night. 

It is submitted that the 
better attitude toward “incon- 
venient" persons is that pre- 
scribed by John Stuart Mi11. 

"EE a person possesses any 
tolerable amount of common 
sense and experience, his 
own mode of laying out his 
existence is the best, not 
because it is the best in 
itself, but because it is 
his ovn node... 

.. different persons also 
requized different condi- 
tions for their spiritual 
development; and can no ore 
exist healthily in the sane 
noral, than all the variety 
of plants can in the sane 
physical, atmosphere and 
Clinate... The same mode of 
life is a healthy oxcitenent 
to one, keeping ell his fa~ 
cilities of action and en- 
joyment in their best order, 


While to another it is a dis- 
tracting burthen, vhich sus— 
pends orcrushes all internal 
life. Such are the differ- 
ences among human beings in 
their sources of pleasure, 
their susceptibilities of 
pain, and the operation on 
then’ of different physical 
and moral agencies, that un- 
loss there is 2 correspond- 
ing diversity in their modes 
of life, they neither obtain 
their fair share of happi- 
ness, mor grow up to the 
mental, moral, and aesthetic 
stature of which their na- 
ture is capable." 

‘The matter, we suggest, 
should be laid to rest that 
simply, The scientific, kné 
ledge of homosexuality which 
is now available supports the 
proposition that homosexuality 
per ee docs not indicate psy- 
chopathology. If our scienti- 
fic knowledge is incomplete, 
that gap does not justify, and 
due process should bar,’ the 
erbitrary labelling and pun- 
ishnent of the honosexual . 

That homosexuality and he- 
terosexuality represent any- 
thing other than "differences 
among human beings in their 
sources of pleasure" has not 
been established. A decent 
society will not stignatize 
and punish as deviance that 
which is merely difference. 
‘The assurance of such decency 
should in this case be derived 
fron the Constitutional guar- 
antee of due process.

The 
fact that homosexual Walt 
Whitman wrote there for many 
years is commemorated by a 
bridge, hotel and park bearing 
his name, His spirit invokes 
no thoughts, in Camden, of a 
continuing literary tradition. 

Candenites generally read 
the Philadelphia papers, a 
though the Courier-Post enjoys 
a fairly wide circulation. In 
such a setting it is unlikely 
that a newspaper series on ho- 
mosexuality would get pub- 
lished, The unlikely occurred. 

It alnost didn't. Reporter 
Stephen Allen approached the 
HLRS in the sumer of 1966 for 
information for a series, He 
wanted--and the Society ar- 
ranged for hin--to interview a 
South Jersey homosexual. We 
also. supplied him with abun— 


gant literature and a three- 
hour interview with Clark P. 
Polak, Orum's editor, 

About nine months passed and 
tho series failed to appear. 
Reporter Allen reported that 
he had finished work and had 
turned his manuscripts into 
the editors for approval, the 
finally-published series was a 
hodge-podge in which it was 
obvious that hands other than 
Allen's had worked, 


The series begat 
the South Jersey honosexual 
mouthing sone cf the typical 
anti-homosexual coments homo- 
sexuals so often nake and be- 
lieve (After his first homo- 
sexual experience: "I was be- 
ginning to doubt myself even 
then.") 

The second and third parts 
hit highs with much of the Po- 
lak interview restated and an 


poorly with 


excellent discussion on the 
legal aspects of anti-sodony 
laws. (New Jersey's are among 
the most severe in America.) 
The series was planned to 
end here, but Allen's editors 
insisted that he talk to cler- 
gymen and psychiatrists and 
their comments comprised the 
last segnents, The psychia- 
trist again denonstrated that 
that field knows little about 
homosexuality and the clergy- 
men were so hostile that they 
prompted a letter-to-the-edi- 
tor from another clergyman ho 
said: "If we were to follow 
the Protestant clergynan's 
sage advice in the sorios, ve 
would straightaway round up 
all homosexuals, line them up 
and shoot them!” 1 was sad- 
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‘The casual visitor to Italy 
is immediately struck by the 
friendliness of everyone. They 
spile, they laugh, they sing- 
and they make love. There is 
no doubt that coming to Italy 
from either Turkey or Greece 
you feel you have Teached the 
oasis in the desert. And it 
ig true, up to a certain point 
Italian’ boys are extremely 
friendly and attractive, and 
they like Americans, but they 
have also been conditioned to 
expect that all Americans are 
rich, and therefore the subject 
of money will be about the 
rst one to be discussed. 
Hore again they are likely to 
quote an outrageous price for 
their favors, and my advice is 
te not even consider it. Too 
many Americans in the past 
have paid this first price, 
usually about 10 or 15 dollars 
and the professionals who hang 
around the Via Veneto in Rome 


know this, so unless you are 
swept away by the beauty 
before you, and care not a

whit what it costs, haggle a 
bit over price. 
Everyone knows the cruising 


spots in Rome, such as the 
Colosseum and’ the Spanish 
Steps, but there are others 
that ‘may reap better rewards 
Generally there are little 
side streets, leading off the 
main broad avenues. In many 


of them, tiny coffee bars will 
be found, and here, young male 
Romans can be spotted, linger- 
ing over a second cup of cof- 
fee, and nore likely than not, 


agreeable to a dinner invita- 
tion. Many Italian boys pre- 
fer this "dinner and drinks" 
routine, with maybe 2 movie 
thrown in, and they wi11 un- 
doubtedly’ then be more than 
happy to return with you to 
your hotel, And don't be sur- 
prised if they ask to see you 
again. Itelian boys do have = 
tendency to latch on to you, 
either because they don't 


really enjoy hunting about, or 
because they genuinely like 
you. There is no more senti- 


mental race on earth than the 
Tealians, and you may find 
yourself caught up in a real 
romance, because of this gen- 
erous outpouring of affection, 
which seems second nature to 
thon, (Read Donald Windham's 
Tuo People.) 

Tf you know anyone in Rome, 
try to meet Italian boys 
through this friend, and you 
will likely have companion 
for as long as you can stay In 
the city. A little gift, such 
as an American cigarette 
lighter, will do nore than all 
the lira you could bestow upon 
the boy, and in retum you 
will find yourself the recipi- 
ent of his undivided atten- 
tion--at least for the noment 

As no where else in Europe, 
Italy seems to be one country 
where the movie houses are 
fairly active. Go to e snall 
out of the vay cinema during 
the day, and 90% of the audi- 
ence will be males. Chances 
are you'll find interested 
eyes in your direction, and in 
no tine at all you are likely 
to find yourself surrounded by 
a choice of goodies. Oddly, 
enough, a cigarette or two may 
pave the way for the whole ed- 
Venture without any money on 
your part. Every escapade will 
de different, but that’s vhat 
makes it interesting. 

Incidentally, let me recom- 
mend the Rome YMCA, which the 
Italians pronounce "'Eemca"". It 
is about the biggest bargain 
ina city where prices keep 
going up and up, You can have 
a room, either double or tri 
ple for a little over $2.00 a 
day, But there doesn't seen 
to ‘be the usual activity here 
that one associates with the 
American counterparts, unless 
you happen to get a compatible 
Toon-mate, oF as the. case may 
well be here, roonamates!
